Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


Further striking victories by the 
Auetro-Germaa forces in the east 
were announced today by the Berlin 
war oflSce. It is also stated that suc- 
cesses were won in France and Bel- 
gium. This report tokether with the 
events of the last rew days, make it 
appear that the Teutonic allies have 
entered into ofifensive operations oh 
both the eastern and western fronts 
such as have seldom been undertak- 
en simultaneously since the war be- 
gan. 


It is in Galicia that the most im- 
portant victory is claimed. Following 
the successes of the last few days, 
the Austro-German attack was ex- 
tender further to the east, into the 
heart of the wooded Carpathian sec- 
tion where the Russians have been 
struggling 
for 
months 
to 
break 
through into Hungary. 
The German 
announcement says the third forti- 
fied line of the Russians was pierced 
and that they wer« defeated along 
the entire front. 


In France and Belgium several Ger- 
man attacks are reported to have 
been made successfully. 
The British 
according to this announcement, are 
continuing to retreat in the Ypres 
district. 


The official French statement dis- 
misses the situation in Belgium with 
the statement that an-attack on the 
British was repulsed.

China's modern history." Most of the 
people of the city are going about their 
business as usual, apparently with no 
knowledge of the jjrolilem which con 
fronts their country. 
They might easily 
be aroTJsed but tlie 
government 
has 
taken every measure to prevent anti- 
Japanese demonstrations. 


Only the educated upiper classes are 
keot informed of the progress of ne- 
gotiations with Japan, Among them the 
feeling is intense but there have been 
no demonstrations altliough reports have 
been received from soiitliern cities that 
several men and one woman have com- 
mitted suicide declaring "They did not 
wish to live to see China subjucated." 


When the news was received j'ester- 
day of Japan's proposed ultimatum, a 
cabinet council was held at the winter 
palace, the residence of President Yuan 
Shi-Kai. 
The ministers were divided 
in opinion. The president asked ques- 
tions but did not e.xpress his own views. 
Rome officials express the belief that 
CHiina will surrender while others are 
of the opinion that she will offer all the 
resistance to Japan's demands.

plaints today, W. W. Atterbury, vie« 
president, being the principal witness. 
Perham First Witness. 
Perham, as the first witness 
today, 
was questioned by R. H. Aishton, vic< 
president of the Chicago & iCorthwest« 
em railway, on telegraphers' 
working 
conditions. 
Aishton brought out that 
telegraphers and signal men on the main 
line of the Pennsylvania, where traffic 
is dense, work eight hours a day. 


'T^sn't that less than any other trans- 
portation employees work?" he asked. 


"Yes," Mr. Perham replied, "and tha 
working time for that

must be still further reduced.

OF BOjS IS TAKEH 


Hartford City, Wet for 73 
Years, Goes Dry by a 
Majority of 101. 


Hartford City, Ind., May 5.—Hart- 
ford City, long regarded as a veritable 
Gibraltar of the saloon, was stormed 
and captured in yesterday's option elec- 
tion by a majority of 101 votes and 
for the first time in 73 years the com- 
munity will be without legalized drink- 
ing places. 
While practically all the 
counties and cities in this section of the 
state have for the last decade at dif- 
ferent times been dry—some of them 
constantly for ' m a n y 
years—Hartford 
City had steadfastly stood by thQ sa- 
loon until yesterday's battle at the polls. 


There is great readiness on all side.s 
to ascribe the anti-saloon victory to tne 
recent revival campaign conductcd for 
several weeks here by Evangelist Bob 
Johes. 
More than 1,900 persons—al- 
most a third of the city's population— 
professed conversion in the Jones meet- 
ings this winter and it was closely fol- 
lowing the close of the revival that the 
movement for an option election took 
form and there was no trouble in get- 
ting many, more- than enough voters to 
sign the petition for an election. 
The 
pro-saloon forces at once organized for 
the fray and the Tax-Payers' 
league, 
embracing many business men, Avas or- 
ganized to combat the dry campaign. 
The saloon supporters and the liquor 
men 
themselves throughout 
the cam- 
paign professed great confidence and the 
decisive majority given against the wet 
cause astonished and shocked the de- 
feated element. 


The 
vote was tincommonly 
heavy. 
There were cast a total of 1,629 votes, 
as against 1,333 in the last mayoralty 
election. 
The drj^s polled 865 votes and 
the wets 764, distributed by wards as 
follows:

So far as history is recorded this is 
the first time that Hartford City has 
been "dry" 8ince"1842.

Hartford City Goes ''Dry" 


on 
The result of the local option election at Hartford 
City 
Tuesday in which the voters of that city decided by a majority oi 
101 votes to banish saloons for the next two years at least, is one of 
the most notable victories yet won in the Indiana crusade against the 
booze business. Larger cities have been voted dry and saloons in 
much greater number put out of business at other points, but there 
has been no similar result in any place where the saloon seemed so 
strongly entrenched as at the Blackford county capital. 


Hartford City has heretofore ranked with the wettest of the 
"wet" towns from the date of its incorporation down to the present 
time. Particularly in the old days of the natural gas boom and the 
centeiing there of industries that found. natural gas especially at 
tractive it came to be known as a ''wide open" town of the most 
pronounced type. 
Saloons enjoyed free rein, and any attempt to 
enforce regard for liquor laws was merely perfunctory and never 
gerious. Appai-ently the majority of people in the city wanted it so, 
or they lacked courage to attack a system rooted and grounded in 
the civic fabric of the city. Perhaps, indeed, attack would then have 
been futile. It may have been the part of wisdom to wait until edu- 
cation swung the penduliim of public sentiment to 
make 
victory 
possible rather than defeat certain. 


That change in sentiment has now amved. There recently closed 
in Hartford City an evangelistic campaign that stirred the town to 
its depths. To this effort is largely ascribed the result of the elec- 
tion on Tuesday, and in all probability, it aided tremenduously in 
making the temperance \d<'tory possible. 
It doubtless not only en- 
listed many new recruits under the " d r y " banners, but it crystallized 
into cohesive action a great deal of the underlying temperance sen- 
timent that had developed in resentment of abuses that had been 
flagrant in the city for years. But whatever the cause, the result is 
an impressive one. 
It shows once more that the worm will finally 
turn, and that sooner or later the people may be depended upon to 
rebuke in effective fashion high-handed disregard for law and order. 
k score of long standing was settled by the result at Hartford City. 


General Carranza has authorized the statement that as soon as 
he is able to bring about the pacification of Mexico, which he expects 
to accomplish very soon, the glad hand of welcome will be extended 
to American investors in that country. As a matter of fact, astute 
Mexican gentlemen with something to sell have never been disposed 
to frown at perfectly good American dollars, either in the course of 
ordinary trade or in the exigency of war that permitted them to 
gobble up foreign holdings in summary fashion. And American in- 
vestments in Mexico have been down very near the seat of most of 
our trouble with that effervescent country. 
Perhaps we have had 
quite enough of that sort of thing. 


The appointment of Col. A. B. Crampton, of Delphi, present de- 
jartment commander of the Indiana G. A. R., to be governor of the 
National Militaiy home at Marion will be highly gratifying to 
tfeousanda of Indiana veterans who know the Delphi editor well and 
esteem him highly. To a peculiar degree Colonel Crampton is fitted 
for the important post, and it may be safely predicted that his ad- 
iniiiistration of the affairs of the governorship will be of the highest 
grade. 


The circuit court at Terre Haute has sustained the impeachment 
of Ponn Roberts as mayor, and as under the statute this tribunal is 
the last resort in impeachment cases of this character, he can carry 
the fight to retain his office while in the federal prison no farther. 
Well, thank heaven, there's one phase of the Terre Haute muss safC' 
ly out of the way.

in the department of agriculture shòwM 
be helpful to the Indiana farmer. Tlie 
government insists rightly 
that 
the 
haul to market should be con8Ìdere4 aa 
a part of the cost of production. 
Thè 
longer or more difficult the haul, the 
more it costs the farmer to get his corn 
to market. It is a matter of much «at- 
isfaction that Indiana finds itself among 
the three best hauling gtates. 
In Ohio 
the a^verage haul from farm to market 
or shipping point is only four miles. Jn 
Illinois it is 4.1 miles and in this state 
4.3 miles. 
There is practically no dif- 
ference. 
Under existing conditions an 
Indiana farmer makes, on an average, 
1.5 trips to market each day during the 
hauling season; that 
is, he 
requires 
about three-quarters of a day to go to 
town and back. 
Taking all the states 
into consideration, the average haul is 
6.5 miles—considerably longer than the 
a^'erage in Indiana, Illinois and Ohio. 


Comparison with statistics of 
nine 
years ago is interesting, 
as it shows 
what really hss been accomplished. In 
the intervening period perhaps 35,000 
miles of tap railways have been con- 
structed, and this fact 
explains 
the 
shorter haul of today. 
In 1906 the av- 
erage cost a day of hauling for each 
wagon was $3.60 for wheat, $3 for corn 
and $2.80 for cotton. Prices of all com- 
modities have, in the meantime, increas- 
ed, and there is reason to believe that 
market hauls are now much more ex- 
pensive than they were nine years ago. 
This statement has its legitimate place 
in the good roads propaganda. 
Indiana, 
a number of years ago, was in the lead- 
ing class in gravel road mileage. 
The 
development of the motor vehicle trade 
has made necessary the construction of 
even better roads. 
The farmer is right- 
ly interested in motor traction and im- 
proved highways. 
It costs less to haul 
one ton one mile over a good road than 
it does over a bad one. 
It took some 
backward farmers years to see the point 
but now that they do see it, changes 
are perceptible.

honor of small groups of newly made 
citizens, but this 
Philadelphia 
event, 
with the presence of the president, at- 
tracts national attention. 
Naturaliza- 
tion is often treated too lightly, as a 
mere formality in court. 
A solemnity, 
a dignity is given to the transfer of al- 
legiance by this Philadelphia program 
more worthy of its significance. 
It is 
well to impress upon^jthe new citizen 
the value of the privilege he has ob- 
tained and the kindly feeling shown in 
the public reception, a sort of welcome 
to American comradeship, must enhance 
the pride and fealty of the new Ameri- 
can. 


At the same time the occasion may 
not be without its salutary effect if it 
serves to give those already 
citizens, 
whether nativ« or naturalized, a deeper 
and higher appreciation of what Ameri- 
can citizenship should mean, of its du- 
ties and responsibilities in 
everyday 
life, at the polls, in public affairs, in 
times of peace, no less than the patri- 
otism that thinks only of serving one's 
country in time of war. Living for one's 
country should be as deeply embedded 
in our hearts as is the ideal of dying 
for one's country if need be.

Expects Surrender of Dual 
Monarchy's Entire 
Seacoast. 


Washington, D.' C., IMay 4.—As the 
price of peace, Italy is reported to be 
expecting 
from 
Austria-Hungary the 
surrender of the Dual Monarchy's entire 
eeacoast. 
These expectations are said 
to amount to demands 
as 
regarding 
Trent, Triest, Istria and Fiume. 
In 
connection 
with 
showing ,the 
true 
significance of such demands, how great 
is the payment demanded by Italy for 
her continued neutrality, the National 
Geographical 
society, issued today a 
statement dealing with Fiume, the sole 
seaport of the kingdom of Hungary. 
The statement reads: "Austria-Hungary 
carries on its business with the outside 
world through its great ports, Triest, 
and 
Fuirae. 
The 
future of its 
over-seas commerce is largely bound up 
with the development of these cities; 
for Triest and Fiume are the New York 
and 
Boston of Austria-Hungary, or, 
better, they are the Dual Monarchy's 
Hamburg and Bremen. 
Fiume is the 
only outlet of the Hungary kingdom 
to free water, and the Hungarians have 
«pent five millions of dollars in their 
endea^'or to make it a model port. The 
great Austrian port and the Hungarian 
port are keen rivals, and, during the 
last few years, Fiume has gi'own some- 
what at the cost of its northern neigh- 
bor. 


"Owing to the deep interest which the 
Hungarians take in their 
coast 
city, 
the business of Fiume has grown rapid- 
ly. 
There are several harbors; one for 
coasting vessels, one for timber, and 
a general harbor, begnn in 1872, and cap- 
able of accommodating about 200 large 
vessels. It is protected by a breakwater 
niore than half a mile in lensrth, and 
it is flanked by a great, modern quay 
more than two miles long. The wharves 
and elevators are equipped in the most 
up-to-date fashion for the handling of a 
huge inflow of trade. 
The water-front, 
as the rest of the city, is lighted by elec- 
tricity. 


'•In 1910, Fiume was entered by 17,- 
880 vessels of 3,031,381 tons. 
In ap- 
proximate 
figures, its business 
total- 
ed $55,000,000 divided into an export 
business of $35,000,000 and import trade 
of $20,000.000. 
Its trade is thus about 
one-half of San Francisco. 
Its exports 
consist chiefly of agricultural products 
of Hungary; grain, flour, sugar, timber, 
horses, and some manufactured wares. 
The principal 
imports are coal, wine, 
rice, various minerals, fruits, jute, chem- 
icals, oils and tobacco. 
There are sev- 
eral industrial 
establishments in the 
city, among them ^^^litchead•s torpedo 
factory, a large paper mill, a royal to- 
bacco factory, flour mills, tanneries and 
rope factories. The fisheries of the city 
are important, Quarneo Gulf being fill- 
ed with food 
fishes. 


"Fiume is picturesquely situated at 
the head of the Gulf of Qpameto, at the 
southern base of the Istrian triangle, 
40 miles southeast of Triest, or about 
70 miles away by the railroad through 
the mountainous coastland. 
The city 
has more than 50,000 population. The 
Italian constitute the largest part of 
the populace, and, togetlier with the 
Slavonians, comprise about 90 per cent. 
Geographically, Fiume belongs to Croa- 
tia. 
In 1870, however, it finally be- 
came a part of the Hungarian kingdom. 
The Italians, who favor the Hungarians 
as opposed to the Slavonians, are prac- 
tically in control of the city's admin- 
istration. 


"Fiume occupies seven square miles 
of land carved out of Croatia. 
Around 
its water-front, there Is a narrow, level 
plain upon which the new town is built, 
with its convenient, modern ground-plan, 
fine business structures and generally 
substantial architecture. 
The old town 
climbs the hills back from the shore 
straggling in a quaint disorder of irreg- 
ular narrow 
streets 
and 
haphazard 
houses. 
Views of the city and its sud- 
roundings from the deck of an approach- 
ing steamer are delightful, and there 
are a number of pleasant tours to be 
made in the neighborhood. 
Fiume has 
been Austrian since 
1471."

Colonel A. B. Crampton, of Delphi, de- 
partment commander of the G. A. R., 
other state .oflicials of the organization 
and local committeeman are trying to 
bring together at this encampment a 
large number of civil war veterans. The 
presence here of {he National Military 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers 
Avill prove an attraction to the veterans, 
as there is hardly a county in the state 
without representation In the member- 
ship of the home. 


General Shunk post, of this city, and 
Colonel Asbury Steele post, of the sol- 
diers' home, will be the hosts for the 
encampment, but the active work for 
planning for the encampment and pro- 
viding entertainment has been delegated 
to Edwin Lenox camp No. 52, Sons of 
Veterans, to be assisted by the Sons of 
Veterans' auxiliary.

have been unequal to the occasion, the 
press and the public declaring that they 
have done little to either portray or ex- 
halt patriotic sentiment. 
Exploiters of 
films blame the censor, while the censor 
reports that producers of pictiu-e plays 
lack proper inspiration. 
Cinematograph 
directors gave ft private view of films 
exhibited in other countries and even 
in some of the French provincial cities, 
but prohibited in Paris, to prove their 
case. 
Among the things to which the 
prefect of police objected were scenes of 
German prisoners captured in the Vinay 
woods near Epernay, German prisoners 
at the camp of Angers, a French village 
showinir tombs of Gorman soldiers aft- 
er a battle, films depicting the destruc- 
tion of churches and villages by fire and 
bombardment, besides numerous picture 
plays pre.sentin.£f soldiers and Red Cross 
uniforms not in actual service. 


The general opinion of the notabilities 
invited to this_.representation was tliat 
the censor was perfectly justified in f i t - 
ting out imaginary war and 
hospital 
scenes, holding that they were unworthy 
to represent the heroism and devotion 
of the soldiers and nurses. A contrary 
opinion was held, however, 
regarding 
certain films of actual happenings. The 
result has been that the government 
has 
authorized 
four 
representative 
ciiiomatograph concerns to take moving 
pictures of war scenes at the front. In 
the meantime moving picture houses are 
depending largely upon old films to en- 
tertain their public, which is gradually 
growing smaller.

HEW VU FUCED 
UPDinjEDGE TREE 


Wood Yields 
Series 
of 
Tints, Ranging Through 
Yellow to Fawn. 


Madison, Wis., May 5.—\Vith the com- 
ing of the ^iiiropean war there has been 
found a new use for the Osage orange 
wood heretofore regarded by the people 
of the middle west as pood only for 
firewood, hedges or posts. 
It has proved 
to be a valuable source for dye, and 
will relieve the dye famine caused by 
the embargo on German exports of dye- 
stTlflfB. 


When the war shut off the supply of 
German dyestuffs the United States de- 
partment of agriculture issued rush or- 
ders to Director Howard F. Weiss, of 
the forest products laboratory of the de- 
partment at Madison to riish his already 
initiated efforts to find dyes in Ameri- 
can woods. 


Good for Cotton and Wiool. 


Director Weisa put a force of experts 
at -work upon various American woods, 
and now has made the announcement 
that in the cheap Osage orange, com- 


mon in the middle west, can be found 
excellent material for a long series of 
shades in orange and yellow. 


Experiments with eastern fabric man- 
ufacturers have demonstrated the prac- 
ttcabllitv of the product, and in a bul- 
letin soon to be issued Director Weiss 
department will give details of how to 
extract the dye from the wood. 
It is 
up to the fabric manufacturers to do 
the rest. 
Meanwhile his men are work- 
ing at top speed upon other American 
woods in search of dyes for the red 
and blue shades. 


The coloring matter of the Osage or- 
ange naturally is of a lemon yellow. It 
can be used to produce all shades from 
an orange brown to the lightest yel- 
lows and fa.wn tints. 
It has been dem- 
onstrated as' good for either woolen or 
cotton and silk manufacturers are now 
experimenting with the colors for their 
fabrics. 


Director Weiss says that the color- 
ing matter is secured with comparative- 
ly little expense, and that the dyes of 
this group will prove to be far less ex- 
pensive than the German coal tar and 
allied colorings. 
The 
department 
is 
now rushing through a series of tests 
to ascertain how lasting the coloring 
matter is. 
By laboratory methods the 
fabrics colored are being given a-ge tests 
and the color appears to be fixed.

Farm averages struck by statisticians 


in the departrueut of agriculture should 
be helpful to the Indiana farmer. The 
government insists rightly 
that 
the 


haul to market should be considered as 
a. part of the cost of production. The 
longer or more difficult the haul, the 
more it costs the farmer to cet his corn 
to market. It is a matter of much sat- 
isfaction that Indiana finds itself among 
the three best hauling states. In Ohio 
the average haul from farm to market 
or shipping point is only four nv.les. In 
Illinois it is 4.1 miles and in this state 
4.3 miles. There is practically no dif- 
ference. 
Under existing conditions au 


Indiana farmer makes, on an average, 
1.5 trips to market each day durinj* the 
haulinjj season; that 
is, h« 
requires 


about three-quarters of a day to go to 
town and back. Taking all the states 
into consideration, the average haul i» 
6.0 miles—considerably longer than the 
average in Indiana, Illinois and Ohio. 


Comparison with statistics of 
nine 


years ago is interesting, as it shows 
what really has been accomplished. In 
the intervening period perhaps 35,000 
miles of tap railways have been con- 
structed, and this fact 
explains 
the 


shorter haul of today. In IflOS the av- 
erage cost a day of hauling for each 
wagon was ?3.60 for wheat, ?3 for corn 
and ?2.SO for cottdn. Prices of all com- 
modities have, in the meantime, increas- 
ed, and there is reason to believe that 
market hauls are now much more ex- 
pensive than they were nine, years ago. 
This statement has its legitimate place 
in the good roads propaganda. 
Indiana, 


a number of years ago, was in the lead- 
ing class in gravel road mileage. 
The 


development of the motor vehicle trade 
nils made necessary the, construction of 
even belter roads. The. farmer is right- 
ly interested in motor traction and im- 
proved highway*. It costs less to haul 
one ton ono mile over a good road than 
it does over a bad one. It took some 
backward farmers years to sec the point 
but now that they do see it, changes 
arc perceptible.

HONORING CITIZENSHIP. 


Hartford City Goes "Dry" 


The result of the local option election at Hartford City on 


Tuesday in which the voters of that city decided by a majority of 
101 votes to banish saloons for the next two years at least, is one of 
the most notable victories yet won in the Indiana crusade against the 
booze business. Larger cities have been voted dry and saloons in 
much greater number put out of business at other points, but there 
has been no similar result in any place where the saloon seemed so 
strongly entrenched as at the Blackf ord county capital. 


Hartford City has heretofore ranked with the wettest of the 


"wet" towns from the date of its incorporation down to the present 
time. Particularly in the old days of the natural gas boom and the 
centering there of industries that found natural gas especially at- 
tractive it came to be known as a "wide open" town of the most 
pronounced type. Saloons enjoyed free rein, and any attempt to 
•enforce regard for liquor laws was merely perfunctory and never 
lerious. Apparently the majority of people in the city wanted it so, 
or they.lacked courage to attack a system rooted and grounded in 
the .civie fabric of the city. Perhaps, indeed, attack would then have 
been futile. It may have been the part of wisdom to wait until edu- 
cation swung the pendulum of public sentiment to make victory 
possible rather than defeat certain. 


That change in sentiment has now arrived. There recently closed 


in Hartford City an evangelistic campaign that stirred the town to 
its-depths. To this effort is largely ascribed the result of the elec- 
tion on Tuesday, and in all probability, it aided tremenduously in 
making the temperance victory possible. It doubtless not only en- 
listed many new recruits under the "dry" banners, but it crystallized 
into cohesive action a great deal of the underlying temperance sen- 
timent that had developed in resentment o?\ abuses that had been 
flagrant in the city for years.:.; But whatever the cause, the result is 
an impressive one. It shows once more that the worm will finally 
turn, and that sooner or later the people may be depended upon to 
rebuke in effective fashion high-handed disregard for law and order. 
A. score of long standing was settled by the result at Hartford City.

and higher appreciation of what Ameri- 
can citizenship should mean, of its du- 
ties and responsibilities in

times of peace, no less than the patri- 
otism that thinks only of serving one's 
country in time of war. Living for one's 
country should he as deeply embedded 
in our heart* as is the ideal of dying 
for one's country if need be.

Boston of Austria-Hungary, or, 


better, they are the Dual Monarchy's 
Hamburg and Bremen. Fiume ia the 
only outlet of the Hungary kingdom 
to free water, and the Hungarians have 
fpent five millions of dollars in their 
endeavor to make it a model port. Tha 
great Austrian port and the Hungarian 
port arn keen rivals, and, during the 
lust" few years, Fiume has grown some- 
what at the cost of its northern neigh- 
bor. 


"Owing to the deep interest which the 


Hungarians tako in their coast city, 
the business of Finnic has grown rapid- 
ly. There are several harbors; one for 
coasting vessels, one -for timber, and 
a general liurboiv begun in 187:2, itml cap- 
able of accommodating about 200 large 
vessels. It is protected by a breakwater 
more than half a mile 'in length, and 
it is flanked by n. great, modern quay 
more than two miles long. The wharves

"In 1910, Flump was entered by 17,- 


880 vessels of 3,031,381 tons. In ap- 
proximate figures, its business total- 
ed .$55,000,000 divided into an export 
business of .?:t5,000,000 and import trade 
of $20,000,000. Its trade is thus about 
one-half of San Francisco. Its exports 
consist chiefly of agricultural products 
of Hungary; grain. Hour, sugar, timber, 
horses, and some manufactured "wares, 
Tho principal imports are coal, wine, 
rice, various minerals, fruits, jute, chem- 
icals, oils ajid tobacco. There are sev- 
eral industrial 
establishments in the 


city, among them Whiteheart's torpedo 
factory, a large paper mill, a royal to- 
bacco factory, flour mills, tanneries nnd 
rope factories. The fisheries of the city 
are important, Quarneo Gulf being fill- 
ed with food fishes. 


"Fiumo is picturesquely situated at 


the head of the Gulf of Qparncto. at tha 
southern base of tho Istrian triangle, 
,40 miles southeast of Triest, or about 
70 miles away by the railroad through 
the mountainous coastland. 
Tho' city 


has more than 50,000 population. The 
Italian constitute the largest part of 
tho populace, and, together with the 
Slavonians, comprise about 90 per cent. 
Geographically, Fiume belongs to Croa- 
tia. 
In 1870, 
however, it finally be- 


came a part of the Hungarian kingdom. 
The Italian*, who favor the Hungarians 
as opposed to the Slavonians, are prac- 
tically in control of the city's admin- 
istration. 


"Fiume" occupies seven square miles 


of land carved out of Croatia. Around 
its water-fron€, there Is a narrow, level 
plain upon which the new town is built, 
with its convenient, modern ground-plan, 
fke business structures and generally 
substantial architecture. The old town 
climbs the hills back from the shore 
straggling in a quaint disorder of irreg- 
ular narrow 
streets 
and haphazard 


houses. Views of the city and its sud- 
roundinga from the deck of an approach- 
ing steamer are delightful, and there 
are a number of pleasant tours to he 
made in the neighborhood.
